Williams, Cockran, James 
and Others Denounce It. 


LA FOLLETTE WILL OPPOSE. 


Washington. May 27 .—[Special.]—The 
House to-day. by a majority of twen¬ 
ty-two, fourteen Republican members 
voting with the Democrat*, paased the 
compromise Aklrich-Vreoland currency 
biif afcmg the lines printed In to-day’s 
Courier-Journal. With only an h«wir* 
debate the measure was rushed through 
under whip and spur by the House or¬ 
ganization, probably not one member 
In ten having had the opportunity to 
road the pr^lsion* of the measure, a 
few proofs of which were at the dis¬ 
posal of the House members. 

* The bill is an "emefcency” measure 
in more ways than one. The question 
of currency legislation was a relatively 
unimportant one. Everything said went 
to show that the emergency political 
conditions overshadowed every other 
feature and it was upon this principle 
that the well-oiled machinery of the 
House worked, allowing practically no 

debate and ylolding to no interruptions. 

• • • 

Hurried To the Senate. 


Discussing the new bill covered by 
the report. Mr. Vreeland said that it 
represented the unanimous vote of the 
Republican conferees, and he expressed 
the hop,? that 'It would be passed by 
the Republican House. "We believe,” 
he-said, "that the Republican party has 
not ceased to be a great constructive 
party. We believe the evidence Is 
overwhelming that the Republican 
party Is still an adhesive party, with 
the power to place on the statute 
books legislation that will prevent a 
recurrence of such a disaster as be¬ 
fell the American people last Oc¬ 
tober.” 

The bill, he said, was substantially 
the bill in Its main features that was 
passed by the House after u Repub¬ 
lican conference.

RIPLEY CITIZENS EXCITED. 


Ripley, O., May 27. — [Special.] — 
Night riders destroyed the tobacco beds 
of Samuel Waterftold. near George¬ 
town, last night. 

George Randall, who lost several 
beds ft few nights ago. received warn¬ 
ings signed by riders that unless he 
digs up a bod that the riders over¬ 
looked on their last visit they would 
pay him another call and give him a 
severe beating. 

These nctivttlc*‘of the riders, follow¬ 
ing threats made to blow up this town 
by dynamite unless tobacco beds that 
are under cultivation In the town are 
destroyed at once, have caused great 
uneasiness here, despite the presence of 
troops, who are nightly patrolling the 
country roads and lanes looking for 
nl^ght riders, who succeed In tearing up 
beds whenever the spirit moves them. 

A detachment of soldiers has brought 
three mep Into town, but the officers 
refuse to say upon what charge* the 
men w»re taken up. 

There Is great disappointment here 
over the failure of the secret sendee 
men to make arrests. Troopers report 
that they have heen commanded to 
shoot to kill whenever they think It Is 
Impossible to arrest night riders with¬ 
out taking life.

TRINITY RIVER FALLING. 


Monetary Damage In Dallas Alone 
Will Be $1,000,000. 

Dallas, Tex., May 27.—’Trinity River 
fell four feet during the night, and it is 
thought the worst ha* passed. There 
are no street light* or electric lights of 
any kind other than those furnished by 
a few private plant*. It is stated that 
perhaps' the dynamoi would be set In 
motion to-night. 

The city water supply Is cut off and 
the citizen* depend on artesian wall* 
and cisterns for a sufficient amount for 
necessities. This perhaps furnishes the 
greatest menace to the people of tho 
city, a* without sewerage the health 
authorities fear the effect of the public 
health. It J* believed, ho*over, that 
pumps will bo started during the 
day and water again forced through tho 
moine. In the meantime the city 1* in 
no condition to cope with Are should 
one of any magnitude occur. 

The monetary damage In the city of 
Dallas alone will reach 31,000,000. This 
does not include the damage susuln^d 
by the railroad* leading into the city. 
This. It I* estimated, will reach another 
million, while the damage sustained by 
formers in the Aood district remains 
incalculable.

Old Point Comfort. Vo.. May 27.— 
The biggest njjyal gun. the heaviest 
projectile and the highest explosive 
known, combined with close range and 
deadly 8lm, were to-day allowed to 
work their full havoc on the turret 
plat* of the monitor Florida. Th«' re¬ 
sult Is declared to be a victory* for 
turret construction, and this notwith¬ 
standing the eleven-inch hardened 
steel plate was blackened and broken, 
the seam* of the turret sprung and the 
rivets and screw's loosened and twisted. 

it was not five minute* after the ter¬ 
rible impact that the finely-balanced 
mechanism of the turret wa* being 
worked with perfect ease, and the 
havoc was much less apparent than 
from the outside. Examination showed 
that of tho many delicately adjusted 
Instruments for Are control, sighting 
and operating the turret few, if any, 
were out of working order. 

"If this had happened in battle the 
Florida would be fighting yet." said 
one of the Rear Admirals, with en¬ 
thusiasm. Then followed a futile at¬ 
tempt to destroy the newly-designed 
fighting mast on the stern of the Flori¬ 
da. After five shots of the ^un* had 
gone through It the mast stood firm. 

"Forty shot* would not bring It 
down, and no enemy would waste am¬ 
munition and time shooting at it." wa* 
the expert comment. 

• • • 

A Notable Test. 


It was predicted that all new ships 
will be equipped with battle ma*ts of 
this design. The story of the "shooting 
up" of the Florida by the Arkansas, 
however, is not contained In this tech¬ 
nical statement of results. It was an 
event In which the keen edge of ex¬ 
pectation uo* not dulled by the real¬ 
ization. Rear Admirals and Brigadier 
Generals, together with their Juniors, 
scurried iindth* protected deck* and 
then hopped out again as quickly to 
look for the damage done by the boom 
and roar they had felt and heard. 
Every naval bureau was represented, 
likewise the ordnance and artillery of 
the army. 

The scene of real war demonstration 
w*as Hampton Road*, already famous 
by naval events, the last being the de¬ 
parture of the Atlantic battleship fleet 
on Its long Journey around the world, 
which wa* reviewed by President 
Roosevelt. The Horlda, which ha* 
been In the hand>< of expert* for somo 
time, presented the appearance of a 
resigned matrlyr. She lay with her nos* 
pointing out through the Virginia 
C’ape*.. near Thimble Shoal light, and 
about four mile* from Old Point Com¬ 
fort. 

Ju*t 842 yard* on the Inside of the 
Florida lay her sister ship, tho Arkan¬ 
sas. The distance looked cruelly close 
as the big guns on the latter ship 
prepared to take unerring aim.

Greensboro, N. C., May 27.—At to¬ 
day's session of the 8outhem Preuby- 
terian Assembly the following resolu¬ 
tion was presented by Dr. A. A. Little:

The fifth and last shell was a sijlld 
shot from the big 12-Inch gun aimed 
so as to hit the mast on Its outer rim 
on the side leaning towards the water, 
the structure having been purposely 
tilted at an ang^t of ten degrees to 
make It easier <o fhll This terrific shot 
tore holes through many of the sup¬ 
porting tubes, but the mast still stood 
firm. Lieut H D. White, target In¬ 
spector, climbed to the top and started 
the structure vibrating, but without 
making apparent any weakness That 
Lho mwi might be put to the greatest 
Strain, four tons of weight had been 
placed at its top. The advantage of 
tho most is declared to have been fully 
demonstrated. 

With this test concluded, Rear Ad¬ 
miral Mason, with his face beaming 
with gratification, shouted the order 
to cease firing, that the test was ended.

Hot Debate Over Standard 
Edition of Bible. 

K o ruq ui City. May 27.—An attempt to 
secure a record Indorsement of the 
standard American revised edition of 
the Bible aa the best version before Die 
American public and commending Its 
widest usage among Frenbyterian* 
aroused the general assembly of the 
Presbyteriun Church in the Unit'd 
State* of America to-day to one of the 
most spirited discussions since the as¬ 
sembly met, and the attempt failed by 
a very narrow margin. A motion to 
table the resolution was adopted, 217 
to 311. 

A spirit of unrest again manifested 
itself when a resolution was Introduced 
providing that a committee consist In g 
of four ministers and four elder* be ap¬ 
pointed to make a report at the next 
general assembly on the entire subject 
of "the general assembly." in an effort 
tn make the general assembly a more 
deliberative body. Although the reso¬ 
lution was referred to the committee on 
polity, It is known that many of the 
cornmissioilers feel that the generul as¬ 
sembly is too gr+at a burden on the 
churches and that the proceeding* of 
the assembly do not permit of that gen¬ 
eral participation by members which Is 
always desired tn deliberative bodies. 

Dr Wm H Robert*, the stated clerk 
of the general assembly, said that the 
general assembly cost each communi¬ 
cant of the church only 7 cents a year. 
He *a!d that the assembly had twice 
gone to the Pacific coast, but was free 
from debt, and be commended the ad¬ 
ministration of the officers.

Taft, after u brief conference with the 
President, to-day went to the Capi¬ 
tol and hud m conference with Sena¬ 
tor Aldrich and Representative Burton 
of Ohio. His object was to urge the 
passage of currency leetslntlon and to 
do all he could to bring about thu pas¬ 
sage of a Government Employes’ Lia¬ 
bility bill. 

Secretary Taft requested Henator 
Aldrich to hold back an agreement up¬ 
on the currency bill until the employes’ 
compensation measure has had opp^- 
tunity to pass Congress. Secretary 
Taft told Senator Aldrich that he felt 
& very deep Interest In this bill and 
hoped it would get through both 
Houses. 

Secretary Taft to-day declined to be 
dravsA into a discussion of the reports 
that ne would resign from President 
Roosevelt's Cabinet on July 1. this date 
being fixed In some quarters In the con¬ 
tingency of his receiving the Republic¬ 
an presidential nomination. 

His friends point out that to meke 
such an announcement at this time 
would not be In good taste, for although 
he fully expects to receive the nom¬ 
ination, any statement affecting bis fu¬ 
ture relations with the Preeident's Cab¬ 
inet. contingent on the probability, 
should not be made until that Is an ac¬ 
complished fact. 

No denial, however. Is made either 
by tho Secretary or hi* closest politi¬ 
cal friends that he will quit the Cab¬ 
inet promptly In the event of his nom¬ 
ination. but that h« has fixed on any 
positive date for his retirement the 
Secretary himself will not Indicate. 

Warned To Maintain Quorum. 

Washington, May 27.—When the Re¬ 
publican members of the House reach¬ 
ed their seat* to-day ull of them found 
the following notice caJJing on them to 
maintain a quorum: 

"In order to complete the business of 
this session of Congress it Is absolutely 
necessary’ that all members las present 
In their seats at 11 o'clock Wednesday. 
May 27. and remain until the ^ssion Is 
completed. The absence of a auomm 
at any time will delay final adjourn¬ 
ment A. F. DAWSON.

New Y -k*s New Road Law. 

New York has l ;.cv highway law 
whict} was signed lure week by Gov. 
Hughes, and w. 1 into effect next 
January. It puts an end to the old 
system of roads built by forced labor, 
with amendments allowing a permis¬ 
sion money system, which Is supplant - 
cd by a law creating a permanent State 
High Boatd and for construction and 
repairs by methods that arc said to 
compare favorably with tho modem 
road administrations of Europe. The 
Legislature and Governor have been 
convinced that the remaining $50,000.- 
OOu of the sura appropriated by the 
State for good roads can be well util¬ 
ized by the proposed unified plan for 
3,332 miles of "trunk lino boulevards." 
It is proposed that these shall be built 
at State expense, but 90 per cent, of the 
outgo will be paid directly or Indirect¬ 
ly by the large cities. Then there are 
to bo 4.700 additional miles of new 
country froads, which are to be main¬ 
tained by the State, counties and 
towns, and the 65,000 miles of ex¬ 
isting highways are to be hereafter 
cared for by the town officials with 
Slate aid. 

How successful this scheme will be It 
is now impossible to forecast. It Is 
claimed, however, for the new system 
that by cart and horse transportation 
it would enable tho farmers to haul 
their goods to the local station at less 
than one-half the present cost. As tho 
whole of that Is estimated at 40.000,000 
ion;;, at 25 cents a ton over dirt road. 
It remains only to fix the length of the 
average haul to ascertain what it will 
cost. The average haul Is from one 
to six miles, and If we put the average 
haul at two miles, and the average sav¬ 
ing at 10 cents, there would be an aver¬ 
age saving' of 38,000.000. These fore¬ 
casts, however, are guesswork, and 
may not respond even In a tolerable 
degree to the actual facts. It Is clear, 
however, that the old system needed 
improvement and the new, tf faithfully 
carried odt. will give New York a far 
better system of roads than It has ever 
had. 

No Cause For AlarmV 

A Munich professor of one thing or 
another has managed to create tho oc¬ 
casion for a cablegram by asserting 
that the adoption of physical culture os 
a fad is causing a steady Increase In 
the growth of tho femlnlne^foot. The 
ailly season ts approaching, else the 
Herr Professor would probably not 
have been able to convince tho Munich 
oorrtapondont of the gravity of the sit¬ 
uation. A Chicago newspaper rushes 
from the press with a score of Inter¬ 
views with sculptors, athletes, physical 
culturists. painters, pedestrians, poets. 
8 hoe dealers and chiropodists declaring 
that the Munich savant Is wrong, and 
offering facts and figures to prove him

Surely ts the Secretary of War a loy¬ 
al follower, an apt disciple, of his illus¬ 
trious Chief. He has learned his Iowan 
well. In the primitive days of Tweed 
and Kelly, of Platt and Quay, tlhe good 
old rule, the virgin plan* of practical 
politics and the practical politicians, 
was to knock down and drag out, and 
to say to the voters "What yer goln* to 
do about It?" It took a Harvard grad¬ 
uate to teach the bosses a trick worth 
two of thaL 
All things that are great are simple. 
The Roosevelt rescript was simplicity 
Itself. It was as easy as falling off a 
log. To make Self-Righteous speeches 
from tho balcony, and go back Into the 
den of the party managers and kick tho 
stuffing out of them until they did as 
they were bid, constitutes tho whole 
creed of the Gospel of Civil Service Re¬ 
form as taught by the President and 
the Attorney General, Its original, and, 
barring the late Carl Schurz, Its most 
distinguished exemplars. 

In the matter of the Taft-Burroughs 
letter, the rule of practice is merely va¬ 
ried; the clandestine feature being re¬ 
verse and tentative; the action of the 
managers to precede tho speech from 
the balcony. "1 done my best," says 
Billy “to get 'em to pass that Publicity 
Bill, and gol dam their cussed souls, 
they wouldn’t," and says Julius Caesar, 
of Michigan, "Isn’t he slick, boys!— 
Ain't he a wonder!—I had that letter 
all the time hid out, Jest waiting for 
this—yum! yum!" and. says Harry 8. 
New, "Go on fellers, and give the Cor¬ 
porations Ilell! Make ’em disgorge. Fry 
the fat out of the last mother's son of 
’em, and don't forget to holler down 
with the Trusts!" 

And, lolling back there in the golden 
chair of the White House, rings on his 
Angers and bells on his toes, little Jack 
Homer Roosevelt—

A Politician’s Advice To the Young. 

Young man," so Mayor Smith, of 
St. Paul, 82 years of age. Is quoted a* ] 
saying, "keep out of politics." A fur¬ 
ther perusal of his advice shows that 
he means for the young man to keep 
out of the office-seeking sort of politics. 
As a result of his own fifty years of 
office-holding ho has not a cent saved 
In Ills old age und his only acquisition 
has been disappointment. He fi*el» that 
he has misspent his Ufo and In the full¬ 
ness of this feeling he counsels the 
young man of the country to keep out 
of politics. 

The Muyor of St. Paul Is not the 
first to glvo this advice. Ho is rathur 
the latest to give It. A life of politics 
is one of conspicuousness, perhaps, hut 
it has so many discomforts of body and 
mind as to make mere consplcuoustiess 
scant compensation. The man In of¬ 
fice Is engaged In a continual struggle 
to retain his position. He Is subjected 
to the hypercritical and hypocritical 
filngs of political opponents. Someone 
always has a hand raised against him. 
His every word Is analysed by the ene¬ 
my for possible campaign material. His 
every step Is watched. He can hardly 
breathe without offending somebody. 
His official acts are willfully miscon¬ 
strued. The newspapers of the other 
side magnify his shortcomings and 
blind themselves to his virtues. Ho be¬ 
comes a target for abuse and vinifica¬ 
tion. If he has a family Its members 
must bo brave enough to pay no at¬ 
tention to the shafts of the opposition 
or elso suffer untold heartaches. And 
in the meanwhile the office-holder 
grows old. His usefulness to his old 
supporters wanes. When ho needs em¬ 
ployment most he Is apt to be let out. 
The trouble with Mayor Smith Is that 
he has been let out. His party has 
chosen someone else more suited to the 
political exigencies of the moment. 
Without any estate to mention his po¬ 
litical career ends. 

It Is & pity that political office should 
carry with It such hardships. It Is un¬ 
fortunate that a man In office should 
be picked out for abuse simply because 
he does hold officef Many a man whoso 
conduct would not be questioned In his 
private relations Is blasted for th6 same 
conduct In his public capacity. It is 
not that what he does Is right as a pri¬ 
vate Individual and wrong as an official, 
but because he is an official someone Is 
always on the lookout for a real or 
Imaginary provocation for assault. 
Why. Just because a man holds o?tice. 
he should be at once painted a monster 
Is beyond comprehension. They say 
charity Is cold, but there Is no field In 
which warm-hearted generosity, broad- 
gauged magnanimity and red-blooded 
humanity are so scarce as In the field 
of politics. Some of these days—may¬ 
be!—there will come a change and peo¬ 
ple will realize that office-holddfs aro 
men before they are political competi¬ 
tors and that as fellowmen they are en¬ 
titled to a square deal—a real square 
deal, not the fictitious sort Invented 


effect that good men should go Into 
politics and that tho public should re¬ 
vise Its demeanor toward office-holders 
The public business Is deserving of tho 
best minds and characters and the pub- t 
lie should treat the office-holders with 
respect—at least, with humanity. Parti¬ 
san bitterness should not obtrude upon 
considerations of good faith. Criticism 
should not be Indiscriminate. The 
office-holder should not be hold up as a 
criminal because he does not think 
your way Is h* honest? Is he able? 
Is he fuithful? These should be the 
tests. 

But tho young man should by all 
means engage In non-offlce-holding pol¬ 
itics. The governmental burden rests 
upon the individual. Tho Individual 
should bear It. He should work zeal¬ 
ously In behalf of clean politics and 
good government. With every young 
man so working the Nation would be 
tatter off. and so would the politics 
which Mayor Smith admonishes tho 
young man to keep out of. 

A Hunch From Hawaii. 

Congress, In curb vernacular, receives 
a "hunch" from our Honolulu contem¬ 
porary, the Bulletin, which comments 
upon the defeat f a bill affecting Im¬ 
migration) to Hawaii. Mr. Fitzgerald, 
of New York, characterize the bill as 
a measure to permit Hawaii sugar 
planters to practice peonage, and Mr. 
Clark, of Missouri, declared that It 
would make Hawaii the breeding 
ground for foreigners who would put 
Americana out of employment 

Tho Bulletin declares that tho over¬ 
whelming vote against the bill was an 
instance of how the United States Con¬ 
gress acts when It does not understand. 

Continues the Bulletin, after compli¬ 
ment: ry remarks as to tho evident sin¬ 
cerity of Mr. Fitzgerald and Mr. Clurk, 
and a slde-swlpo at “a local campaign 
of misrepresentation" reflected In the 
debate in Washington: 

"It »s impossible to Interpret as ‘peon¬ 
age" a system under which a sugar plan¬ 
tation or any other Industrial enterprise 
builds a houso for a man, furnishes him 
with free wood, free water, free medical 
attendances free land, and, on top of that, 
offers him on opportunity to labor at the 
highest ruling wages. Not only this. It 
urges tho man to pease*# the house and 
the land, but If he Is not so disposed hs 
doesn’t have to do IL 

"if that bo peonage, liberty has yet to 
bo defined. 

"It Is not an Ideal condition of life, hut 
It Is 10,(W0 per cent, better than the op¬ 
portunities placed before a million or 
more workers of the mainland, who, in 
various Industries, are ’upbuilding Ameri¬ 
can Ism.’ 

"Congress does not understand. 

"The malicious and studied misrepre¬ 
sentation Is to bo found, us usual iti Ha¬ 
waii. And tho people of Hawaii will con 
tinuo to get more of tho same thing as 
long os they continue to stand for R." 

The Honolulu fmlletin should know 
moru about Hawaii affairs than gen¬ 
tlemen representing sections of Mis¬ 
souri and New York In Congress, and 
If it Is as disinterestedly active for 
the right as tho gentlemen it so cour¬ 
teously compliments upon their sin¬ 
cerity of purpose It must be right and 
Congress wrong.

He was caricatured and 
cartooned, burned up with words and 
printer’s Ink. In some particulars his 
policy might have been Justifiably 
questioned, but for the most part his 
destruction was sought because he did 
not do what somebody else thought he 
ought to do. To all intents and pur¬ 
poses his one© brilliant career is at an 
end. Public office has impaired his 
prestige He is no better off financially 
than before, but he Is infinitely worse 
off in reputation as a consequence of 
the vigorous mud-slinging. Probably 
he wishes ho had remained out of poli¬ 
tics. At any rate, it might be guessed 
that he, like Mayor Smith, of St. Paul, 
would advise others to keep out. 

Of course, If everybody should heed 
such advice there would be nobody to 
fill the offices and carry on the public 
business and the country would have 
lacked much able statesmanship.

Mr. Andrews and the Capitol Com¬ 
mission held a protracted meeting this 
afternoon, being In session, several 
hours. Mr, Andrews was with the 
members and explained In detail nil 
his plans. After the meeting it was 
announced that Mr. Andrews would be 
the architect for th© pow'er plant and 
the electrical fixtures and would also 
havo rhargo of the construction of the 
steps and retaining wall about tho 
building. For this he will receive the 
regular 5 per cent, commission. He 
will also be tho architect In the selec¬ 
tion of the furniture and fittings for 
the Capitol, and for this wtll receive 
2H per cent..

Mr. Andrews will bo In charge, as 
wfcs Intended by the Legislature w’hen 
It passed tho bfl) making th© appro¬ 
priation for the completion of tho 
Capitol. Tho bill was fought because 
of the section wffilch provided for tho 
retention of Mr. Anjl^ews, and also any 
©ffort to remove this clause was fought 
The bill was passed In the Houso on 
the night of adjournment, after It tad 
been amended so as to provide that 
Mr. Andrew's should bo retained only 
so long ns It was deemed necessary 
to have an architect. Gov. Willson ve¬ 
toed this section of th© bill and left 
the question of an architect one to b© 
decided by the Capitol Commission.

For some tlmo there has been dis¬ 
cussion as to who would b© the archi¬ 
tect and whether or not Mr. Andrews 
would be retained. The question was 
up In the air until recently. Mr. An 
drews appeared before the commission 
on yesterday with complete plans for 
the whole work and his plans made 
such a good Impression that tho com¬ 
mission to-day decided to accept them. 
These plans embrace th© powerhouse, 
on which work will tagln not later than 
July 1. and should ta completed with 
In thro© months. Advertisements will 
havo to be published calling for bids 
for the construction of the powerhouse, 
but after work has once begun It will 
not be long until th© building can be 
uaert, and when %that Is ready the 
Capitol Itself ahuuld be ready for oc 
cupahcy.

Commission, which body should have full 
power to name the presiding and asso¬ 
ciate judges, the sccrctaQ* of tbe tr *ck. 
th# official starter, th# official timer, th© 
official handlcappcr nnd all other officials 
who had t*> do with th# actual running of 
tlie liors#s He said that while the offi¬

In hts opinion, would racing 
be entirely free of scandal and be 00 such 
a high piano where many of thos« now op¬ 
posed to It would welcome it os a pure 
and healthy snort. Ed Graves has been 
connected with th* racing of horses for 
many years, and roost of that time he op¬ 
erated a book on the racetracks as well 
as a racing stub!* of horses. When the 
State Hoeing Commission adopted u rule 
forbidding any bookmaker to make a 
book on a race in which h© bad a horse 
entered, he regarded that as a wise move. 
When the* pari-mutuel system of betting 
was inaugurated at Louisville, completely 
eliminating the bookmaker, he regarded 
that us a still wl»©r move, and now that 
the new system is to be In operation at 
Latonla he believes tlie racing gam** in 
Kentucky will be on a mtach higher plane 
than st any time In the past. While 
Graves 1s a gambler and an owner of a 
string of horses, he believes the old xys- 
t«-m of betting wa* bad for the sport, and 
In order that nil objectionable features 
can be eliminated he welcomes the 
changes already mad# and hopes for 
a speedy change In other ways, such 
as suggested, which he believes will 
prow th»- solvation of horse racing, not 
only In Kentucky but In other States of 
the Union.

The heading of this article Is mislead¬ 
ing, because North Carolina has not gone 
dry. It 1 ® true that the report* from 
that State indicate a majortty of some¬ 
thing like 40.000 in favor of prohibiting, 
not the use. but the manufacture and the 
sale of all alcoholic beverage*, excepting 
wines made from grapes und other fruits 
within the State, but It Is not true that 
the people of North Carolina will sur¬ 
render their right to use whisky, beer or 
any other alcoholic beverage they may be 
disposed to consume.. 

These so-called prohibition laws which 
are being urged by the Arvtl-SoJodn 
Ixrogue are not intended to prohibit the 
consumption of alcoholic beverages, be¬ 
cause It la an absurdity for anyone to 
contend that a law merely prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale of an article for i 
which there is a general demand would 
pul a stop to the use of said article. It 
is true of alcoholic beverages os of other 
commodities that as long as a demand 
exists that demand will be supplied from 
one aour«'c or another, provided the prollt 
In supplying It Justifies the risk of sup¬ 
plying It- 

I do not hesitate to predict, therefore, 
that the consumption of alcoholic bev¬ 
erages In North Carolina tn th* future 
will be fully as groat as it has been In 
th« past, and the chance® are that It will 
be greater, because th® purchase® will 
be bv wholesale rather than by retail 
We aro all familiar with th® fact that 
when a consumer buys cigars by the box 
he uses more cigars than wh^n he sup¬ 
plies his wants from a cigar store as h® 
desire* to smoke, and tne indisputable 
figures of the Internal Revenue Depart¬ 
ment show that this Is also true In re¬ 
gard to beer and whisky The fact, how¬ 
ever, that the people of North Carolina 
will continue to consume Alcoholic bev¬ 
erages will be small satisfaction to th® ’ 
distiller*, brewers, wholesalers and retail- ; 
ers In that State, who are despoiled of 
their property without any compensation 
by the vote cast yesterday under the In¬ 
fluence of the Anti- 8 a!oon League speak- 
era and writers These properties, which, 
after the ftrst of January. IW, will be 
absolutely useless and will consist merely 
of brick, mortar and other mntertad un¬ 
fitted tor any other purpose*, will aggre¬ 
gate many millions of dollars, and such 
confiscation must Inevitably prove a great 
blow to the prosperity of that State 

The loss of revenue must alto be se¬ 
rious. but, ns suggested above, and o* 
experience and common sense prove, thcr* 
will b® no reform, there will be no les¬ 
sening of the consumption of alcoholic 
beverage®, there will be no failing off In 
Internoemnee. there will be great J 

demoralisation throughout the Btnte, and 
an additional burden will, undoubtedly, j 
be placed upon the backs of the remain- I 
Ing taxpayers In the effort to enforce »n , 
Impossible stntul®. 

If these facts are true, then why did 
the peqple of North Carolina vop for a ’ 
Law prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
of nil alcoholic beverage* excepting thos® J 
referred to obovet in answer to this 
question I would **v that this vote is i 
largely an unreasoning one. due to ex- | 
citemdnt and to an excitement In tome 
c;vs'-**wnought up to frenxy It Is also in 
th*« nature of a protest on the part of the 
people against the way In which many of 
the retailer* of that State conducted tnetr 
place* of business. 

In explanation of this. 1 quote from a 
letter dnted May 21 from Mr T DeQulncy 
Tullv. secretary of the Uwr Enforcement 
Society of N**w Y>*rk. who visited North 
Carolina at the Ihstnnr*? of the National 
Model License l>*»ague. nod who made 
several speeches In that State |n opposi¬ 
tion to prohibition. Mr Tully’s society Is 
for the sole purpose of enforcing the law. 
and on Investigating the objects of the 
Model License League Mr. Tully w i* so 
convinced of the soundness and prn«*tlca- 
bllltv of Us purpose® that he ho* become 
on earnest advocate*, a* he sees through 


the league th® only satisfactory solution 
of the liquor problem 

Mr. TuUy, In reporting hi® observations, 
said: 

^’KTom what I could loom whll® in 
North Carolina, I Judge the situation to 
bo a® follow®. What may be called lh® 
‘sentiment’ of the 8 uu«. in common with 
the exprvseed sentiment of orher sections 
of the South, Ls for prohibition. In North 
Otiolinu. while khey bu.vo local option, 
and » Itu-ge portion Lb already ‘dry,’ th«y 
have had no good rostrictive regulation 
law. They have no liquor bond nor 8 tu.t® 
regulation. Regulation by the enforce¬ 
ment of the law Is left to the local com¬ 
munities. All prosecution* are for crime, 
and, of course, are difficult of onforoo- 
ment. The consequence has been that 
there has been practically no enforce¬ 
ment. or restraint, on the retail liquor 
busince®. Th® jteople have been accus¬ 
tomed to observe the abuse* arfeJng thorr- 
froni, and the proposition to vote out 
the saloon seem* the only remedy tho 
People have u> proceed themselves from 
th® evil® they hav® been in contact with 
year after year. 

"The rebellion, for it amount* to that, 
against Ihe legalised saloon, hi the result 
or disregard on the part of liquor m*n 
for the law. common decency, rukl th® 
sentiment of the church find the moral 
people In the different <vimmunities In 
which such traffic i* carried on. and 1 * 
the result of conditions brought about 
largely by the saloonkeeper* th«*m®elve®. 
becked up find encouraged In their law- 
hw® practice® by local politician® who 
desired the assistance of these men In 
placing and k<**»plng them In office. 

"While It 1* probiblc the State will vote 
’dry,’ yet It will be most unfortunate for 
the 8 t»U» If it will do »o. 

"I found the p«*n>lo do not understand 
the situation, or what they art called 
upon to vote for. They are led to believe 
they will vote for prohibition, where, as 
a matter of fact, they will vote for noth¬ 
ing of th® kind. They rosily will vote 
for a law and for a proposition, nnd thi® 
law. the most iniquitous, unfair and un- 
American that could be devised, will b® 
fastened upon th® State, and U will be 
found moat difficult to correct, no matter 
how unsatisfactory It will bo found to 
work. 

”In my opinion, th® campaign of educa¬ 
tion nfjuj not commenced soon enough. 
It appeared to m® too hit® to inform tho 
people as to the real merits Involved, and 
th-> folly of verting for th© proposition 
presented to them. In tit® way it was 
drawn up. in my opinion, could the sit¬ 
uation hav® been properly phtetd before 
th® people, they would repudiate the 
measure. As a matter of fact, every per¬ 
son I talked with, when he understood 
th® matter, was against It The cry <>( 
th® Anri-saloon league, who have In¬ 
dustriously placed the proposition of pro¬ 
hibition before the p®*pl#» through the 
churobe* and oth<*r ways, ha* caught th® 
ear. They purposely left out any refer¬ 
ence to the law which the p®>pto will 
fasten upon themselves when they vote 
for tbo prohibition proportion. 

**I atn fully convinced that your Mo«|®I 
License LtMguo bnUh» the key to th® »it- 
uatkon of th® great question In th® South. 
It may he difficult for you to have your 
plans adopted, but 1 see no other way. 

"Flre-ra'lng epecchns on cither aid*- will 
do more harm than good Threats of 
drastic law*, in cai« of defeat by either 
side, will only urous© tb® passions of the 
p©-*ple. What is needed I* a calm discus¬ 
sion of the question, nnd a united effort 
on the part of ail good people as patriot* 
in the most practical and satisfactory 
way, to settle th® question by,th® licensed 
saloon ami a strict enforcement of th*r 
lnw. Th© extremes of prohibition on tho 
on® hand nrul lawlcssnors on th® oilier 
will never solve th® problem, I am more 
than ©ver convinced of th® righteousness 
of your caus® and th® practical yaiuo of 
your plan."
